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PREFACE. 



My principal reason for undertaking the present work 
was the impossibility of finding a Lathi Grammar adapted 
to the mode of instruction pursued in the department of the 
Gramn),ar-School committed to my charge ; for the true end 
of an elementary Grammar is to give the beginner an in- 
sight into the mechanism of the language, and by being 
drilled in this he will insensibly acquire a sure knowledge 
of fundamental principles. With this view I have rejected 
whatever will not be immediately needed by the pupil, and 
have supplied progressive lessons to familiarise him with 
the inflections and mechanical structure of the language. 
Where I have departed from the usage of this country, as 
in applying significant names to the conjugations of the verbs, 
I owe it to the kind suggestion of Professor Anthon, and it 
needs no other sanction. The rules of Syntax have been 
adopted with but little change from those of Dr. Adam, which, 
though they might be generalized into a much smaller com- 
pass, are nevertheless best adapted to the capacities of young 
scholars in their present form. Should this work meet the 
approval of other instructors, and the wants of other pupDs, 
I shall be gratified. If it should not, I shall still have no 
cause of regret^ so long as the interest of those whom I 
instruct is promoted, and their progress In the language 

aeeelerated.

COMPARISON OF ADJECTIVES. 

The comparison of adjectives is the expression of their 
signification in different degrees.* 

There are three degrees of comparison, the pontwe^ 
eomparative^ and superlative. 

The positive degree is the unchanged form of the adjec- 
tive. 

The comparative increases or diminishes the signification 
of the positive. 

The superlative increases or diminishes the signification 
of the positive to the highest or lowest degree. 

FORMATION OF THE DEGREES. 

The comparative is formed from the first case of the 
positive ending in », by adding the syllable or for the mas- 
culine and feminiue, and us for the neuter. The superlative 
is formed from the same case, by adding ssimus; thus, 
aUuSyhigh; gen. oZtt; comparative, oftt-or, or, iw; superla- 
tive, aUCssitnus. 

* In some adjectives, the signification does not admit of com- 
parimn; as criufimw, • of, er helonpag to, to-monow; tiifiiiftitf, 
infinite. 
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But if the positire end in er, the superlative is formed 
from the nominative, by adding rimus ; as, pauper^ poor ; 
pauper-rtmus^ poorest. Vitus also makes veterrimus.

VERB. 

The verb expresses what is affirmed of any person or 
thing. 

Verbs are divided, according to their signification, into 
Acfive^ PoMswe^ and Neuter. 

Active verbs express action, and are either Tranai^ite or 
IniraruUioe. 

Transitive verbs represent the action as passing over to 
an object ; as amo te^ I love thee. 

Intransitive verbs represent the action as confined within 
the agent ; as curroj I run. 

Passive verbs express the receiving of an action ; a9 
amoTj I am loved. 

Neuter verbs express either simple existence, or existence 
in a particular state ; as ncm, I am ; dormio^ I sleep. 

There are some verbs in Latin which, with a passive 
form, take an active or neuter signification. They are 
called Deponent verbs, and resemble, in some respects, the 
Middle Verbs in Greek. 

A few which are called Neuter Paeeivee have a passive 
form in the perfect, but follow the active form in the other 
tenses. 

The verb is varied or declined by Voices^ Moods, 
Tenses, Numbers, and Persons, 

There are two voices ; AcHve and Passive, 

The moods are four ; IndieaHte, Subfunctioe, Imperative, 
zxii Ir^itive. 

The tenses are seven ; Present^ Inq^erfect, Aorisif Per* 
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feet. Pluperfect, Fbrst Future^ and Seeand FuHtre. The 

Aorist and Perfect have the same form. 
The numbers are two ; Singular and Plural, 
The persons are three ; Firstf Second^ and Third, 

CON/UOATION OF THE YERB. 

There are in Latin four conjugauona. or modes of form, 
ing the tenses of the verb. The oldest of these, and that 
from which the others are derived, is the Stem Canjugatwn^ 
commonly known as the Third, It is characterized by e 
short in the pentilt of the infinitive. The other three are 
formed by cpntraction from this, and take their naines from 
the prominent vowel. 

The E Conjugation, commonly called the SeotOidi has e 
long in the penult of the infinitive. 

The A Conjugation, otherwise called the Firei, has a 
long. 

The I Qonjttgation, otherwise the Faurthf has % long. 

FORMATION OF THE TENSES. 

There are four principal parts of the verb, from which 
all the others are formed, viz. the Present Iniieatix>e^ the 
Present Infinitive^ the Perfect Indicative^ and the Supine.

SYNTAX. 

Syntax teaches to put words rightly together in sea- 
tences.

Concord is the agreement of one word with another in 
some accidents ; as, in gender, number, person^ or case. 

Government is the influence which one word exerts over 
another, requiring it to be put in a certain case, or mood:
